Museum officials were notified 
late last month that the two 
vehicles would have to be moved 
off their storage pads at the 
Thoreson Bus Co, in Savage, 
Thoreson had generously given 
MIM the space for nearly a year 
but apparently had to vacate the 
premises themselves, 

Within 24 hours of the notice, 
MIM officials had arranged with 
Len Kaercher, Rosemount super- 
intendent, for lease space and 
with Robert Katz, the man who 
towed the trolley bus from Iowa, 
for towing. The busses were 
moved on a Saturday and are now 
stored in the shop building at 
the Rosemount site where they 
can be worked on and restored 
by MTM crews, Arrangements are 
also complete for storage of 
the trolley busin the same spot. 

Our thanks to Thoreson, Katz, 
Kaercher and MIM helpers for 
making the move a comparatively 
easy task!

of the depot. Sandberg had 
made the arrangemerts with 
the N, P. which resulted in 
the donation to the Museum,

“will the Milwaukee:.Road 
say ‘okay'?"
